For days past Z0lu warriors 
have been streaming from distant 
parts in seemingly endless lines for 
the great Indaba and war dance in 


honor of the son of their King. 
The warriors were accompanied by 
many of their women folk, to spur 
the dancers to excel themselves. 

When the Prince’s party took 
their seats on the pardde ground 
the great gathering of warriors and 
braves stretched as far as the eye 
could see; while-5000 picked war- 
riors of the finest physical pro- 
portions, lithe and naked except 
for sporrans of leopard skins, were 
drawn up in the foreground for 
half a mile, six men deep, to pe- 
form the dance. 

They were a striking picture with 
enormous spreading head-dresses 
of black feathérs measuring a yard 
across. With strange gyrations 
and contortions the dancers worked 
themselves into a complete frenzy, 
accompanied by terrifying yells and 
dirge-like singing of the women.

This is 
important in connection with the 
enforcement of the law prohibiting 
a bank from holding any piece of 
real estate, except the banking 
property, more than six years. 

A startling innovation in Com- 
missioner French’s regulations will

| be a requirement that the name of 


each officer and director shall be 
listed under oath, with an exact 
statement of loans which he per-i 
sonally has in the bank, Joans on 
which he is an indorser and has 
an indirect liability, checks and 
cash items carried for him, and his 
overdraft, if any. 

On the liability side, the infor- 
mation demanded will include a 
statement of rediscounts, separated 
as to national and state banks, the 
Federal Reserve Bank, with’ the 
Federal Intermediate Credit Bank 
and with individuals, as well as 
detailed statements of bills payable, 
showing the interest paid. Bank- 
ers will be required to show notes 
and bills sold with agreement to 
repurchase, and of notes, bills and 
other securities guaranteed by of- 


| ficerse and directors. 


Particular attention will be ziv- 
en demand and time certificates of 
deposits, the banks being required 
to report the interest paid. It will 
be the policy of the department to 
consider a deposit on which a high- 
er rate than 4 per cent is paid to 
be borrowed meney instead of a 
deposit.

SHRINERS’ HOSPITAL 
“HERE OVERTAXED 


Waiting List of 212 Disabled 
Children Accumulated Since 
Opening in April 1924. 


Applications for admission to the 
St. Louis unit of the Shriners’ Hos- 
pital for Crippled Children, and 
which have been approved by the 
Board of Governors, number 212, 


the largest accumulation since the 
institution was opened in April, 
1924. The capacity of the hospital 
is 110 beds. As the average period 
of stay is about three months, it 
will be a long while before some 
of those on the waiting list can 
ibe taken care of. The number 
discharged last month was 29, and 
the number admitted 25. 

Most members of the board were 
in Los Angeles last week, attending 
the annual meeting of the Imperial 
Council of the Shrine. At that time 
the Board of Trustees named.by 
the Imperial CouncH to exercise 
control of the hospitals gets its re- 
ports and suggestions from the va- 
rious boards of locai governors, and 
determines what is to be done with 
them. What the St. Louis board 
submitted is not known, but it is 
manifest that material extension of 
facilities here is imperative if de- 
mands upon them are to be met. 
The hospital here is the largest of 
the seven in operation, that at Min- 
neapolis-St. Paul having 60 beds 
and each of the otners 50.

2. Don’t be disappointed if an 
occasional disobliging storm inter- 


feres with your summer radio eve- 
ning. There are many fine con- 
certs coming. You can’t expect to 
find a pearl in every oyster nor to 
receive a record-breaking concert 
every night. 

3. If you want louder signals, 
use a longer aerial, more tubes, 
higher plate voltage, more sensi- 
tive loud speakers and more care- 
ful tickler and receiver adjustment. 

4. A pleasant signal filling a 
moderate size room should be 
enough to give satisfaction. Mu- 
sically, such a signal is ideal. It is 
not worth while producing signals 
which deafen the neighbors.’ It is 
wasteful to insist on tremendous 
signals which are generally less 
pleasant than moderate signals. 

5. If your local station comes in 
too loudly and drowns others out, 
a smaller aerial will help in tuning 
him out, with a small condenser 
connected between § aerial] ani 
ground. And if all measures to 
get rid of the local station fail, 
why not enjoy his concerts? He is 
working hard for you and it is no- 
body’s fault that you are so close 
to him that you are bound to hear 
him. - Broadcast stations have to

7. A little patience in learning. to 
handle your receiver yields rich r°- 
turns in isfaction from fine sig- 
nals. Remember that “Rome 
wasn't built in a day,” and keep 
on getting more and more familiar 
with your set and how it works. 

8. It is a good idea to read the 
radio column of a newspaper, or a 
good radio magazine or two. It 
helps you to know how your set 
works and keeps you up to date 
in radio. Information of this sort 
is an aid in getting the concerts 
loud and clear. 

9. Ask your radio dealer for a4- 
vice; he can probably tell you 
what you want to know and will 
be glad to do so. The manufac- 
turer of your set is also willing tc 
help you get the desired results 
from its use. 

10. Do not throw away the dail- 
rection sheets or booklet that came 
with your set and with the tubes. 
Read all such material carefully 
now and then and follow the sug- 
gestions which are given. If you 
have lost the direction sheets, write 
to the dealer or manufacturer for 
another copy. The direction she2is 
answer most of the questions 
which have been puzzling you and 
preventing you from getting the 
best out ofiyour set.

lapses of memory on the part of the claimant 
had been supplied by suggestions. The ap- 
parent recollections and recognitions by which 
the makers of the affidavits had been im- 
pressed were such‘as the man, watching and 
‘listening, might have picked up. 

Dr. Burns took the boy to Frandreav In- 
dian School and other places.

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Winner Would Be Loser 


A situation had arisen which was a chal 
lenge to the Government.

But in due deference to this institution of the 
manly purple which is about to trade its material ex- 
istence for the more illusory life of song and story, 
it seems at this time most fitting and proper to re- 
call its pretty history, and relate, if only sketchily, 
some of the noble tales concerning it, tell something

Let us make a low curtsey and stand before that 
old red brick building on Ludlow street in the heart 
of New York’s lower East Side. It doesn’t look the 
least like a place of incarceration. Its walls are a 
deep red, its windows are wide and high, and in- 
stead of steel bars writhing around them one notices 
only respectful screens. It h#@s an air of gentility 
about it, and that air is quite fitting and proper. 

It was about the closing time of the Civil War 
that the “Alimony Club’”’ came into being. Divorce 
courts were giving their verdicts, Judges were de 
creeing that ex-husbands must pay alimony, ¢x-hus- 
bands, feeling they had paid enough, both materially 
and spiritually, were refusing to pay alimony. But 
the courts could not allow their rulings to be 
spurned; they ordered the delinquent ex-hbusbands to 
jail. 

But to what jail. These one-time benedicts wére 
not refusing to pay because they didn’t want to part 
with so-much-a-month in gold. It was with them 
purely a matter of principle, and the highest sort of 
principle. A man who had been heckled, brow- 
beaten, belabored by words and sometimes by more 
tangible weapons, and had then decently stepped 
aside and allowed his spouse to get the divorce so 
her disposition would not be indicted and her chances 
to get another man to heckle, browbeat and belabor 
might not be impaired, such a decent fellow did not 
see why he should support his erstwhile torturer in 
luxury until.she found his unfortunate successor. 
More, he felt conscientious s¢ruples about the busi- 
ness, for, he argued, with the sums she toek from 
him she would furbish herself in a manner that 
might tempt his brethren, and therefore he himself 
would be contributing to the future unhappiness of a 
fellow man, if only in a roundabout way. =

gang in Armourdale, a Kansas City 
suburb. His parents were respecta- 
ble. Bill sought money in easier ways than his fa- 
ther could make it. He walked into a corner gro- 
cery and, unmasked, took $70 from customers and 
the cash box, locking the owner in a refrigerator. 
Within a week he had robbed six more stores in his 
home town, all of them in daylight. His loot had 
totaled more than $1000. 

For three years he pursued the career of hold-up 
man on the highways near Kansas City. Then he 
jumped to St. Joseph, Missouri. There officers 
trapped him in an old two-story house. For 12 
bours Bill stood off the posse. Then his ammunition 
ran out and he surrendered. During the fight two 
police officers had been seriously wounded. Bill was 
unhurt. 

Ten years at Jefferson City was his sentence. After 
six years he was paroled. Bill said he had reformed. 


But on Christmas night in 1910 he boarded a 
Missouri Pacific train at Omaha and at Leavenworth 
pulled his revolver and forced a negro porter to walk 
ahead of him through the train while he collected 
from the passengers. Jewelry valued at $1000 and 
$2000 cash was the amount of his loot. Near Kan- 
sas City he pulled the bell cord, stopped the train 
and disappeared in the river thickets, 


HEY found him in Chicago a year later. He 

was held in the Kansas City Jail. Bill called 
Jailer Squire Lee to aid a sick prisoner, struck him 
on the head with a section of iron pipe, took his keys 
and, freeing six other prisoners, walked out. 


His description was broadcast all over the United 
States. Every man was his enemy and threatened 
him with possible arrest. He didfi't know where 
to turn for safety. So he went to the penitentiary. 
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“There’s women in here,” he said, “quit firin’.” 


From Kansas City La Trasse made his way to 
Murphysboro, Illinois. He ha@ stopped on the way 
in St. Louis, where he had a tattoo expert alter some 
marks upon his arm, working them into another de- 
sign so that the first was hidden. At Murphysboro 
he entered a dwelling house and stole an overcoat. 
He wore it around the town two days trying to get 
arrested. 

He got his wish. As George Whitney; he was sen- 
tenced to from one to 20 years for second-degree 
burglary. At Chester Penitentiary he was recognized 
by an inmate who told on him. Kansas officers iden- 
tified him. Bill was taken back to Kansas at the 
end of the year and sentenced to from 10 to 21 years 
in prison for the Missouri Pacific holdup. He was 
a model prisoner. He became a trusty. 


Then the Lansing prison had a scandal. An in- 
sane prisoner, Frask Miller, was beaten to death. La 
Trasse was eharged with having had a hand in the 
killing. He was placed in solitary confinement. 

With binding. twine and bed sheets he made ropes 
and, prying his way through the penitentiary roof, 
with four others he escaped after having released his 
companions from. their cells. 


Then Bill went to Chicago, and Jan. 21, 1916, in 
the company of a woman, held up the Thomas Cook 
& Son tourist agency, seizing $900-and wounding 
the cashier, whom he shot. He escaped in a taxicab, 
after killing a policeman who barred his way. 

After that Bill La Trasse disappeared. It was not 
until 1920 that police found him, He was living in 
a tumble-down shanty on the outskirts of Wichita, 
Kansas, and he surrendered at the sight of a gun 
when special agents of an automobile insurance com- 
pany pursued him.

gee lands, its main “offensive’”’ 
noah was directed against the 
Island of Oahu, on which 
are situated the city and harbor of Honolulu and the 
great naval base of Pearl Harbor. The elaborate but 
bloodless “action” was conducted on both sides with 
all the newest trappings of twentieth century war- 
fare. And it may well have been watched in amaze- 
ment by the ghosts of warriors who fought and bled 
there in real combat 130 years ago. 

Both times, a powerful armada sailed into the 
waters round about Oahu bearing soldiers who land- 
ed upon the beach—armed invaders for whom brave 
defenders were waiting to contest the position. On 
the earlier occasion the course of victory was self- 
evident from the army who remained masters of 
the field. On the recent occasion technical ‘‘victory”’ 
rested upon the decision of the umpires. 

There would have been many other points of dif- 
ference for observers who remembered the attack of 
long ago. The object of battle always has been the 
same, but the weapons change. In the engagement 
of 130 years since the combatants used outrigger 
canoes, clubs, spears, muskets and. crude cannons. 
Hand-to-hand fighters bore the brunt of it. 

In the maneuvers lately carried out the most de- 
cisive work by both the attacking “‘Blues’’ and the 
defending ‘‘Blacks’’ was done with airplanes, sub- 
marines and armored tanks, and the actors had every 
deadly weapon known to modern science, from long- 
range guns of coast-defense and naval type to ma- 
chine guns, high-powered rifles and aerial bombs. 
Ruses and stratagems were more important than 


muscle. Searchlights stabhed the sky. 
Indeed, if the ghosts of’ that earlier battle were 
present, the strange spectacle of how men make war 


today may have affrighted them, it is so unlike the 
simple carnage of their own experience. “Surely,” 
one warrior-wraith may have exclaimed, ‘“‘these must 
be devils, who cannot get enough fighting on land 
and sea but who fight also underneath the water and 
flying miraculously through the air. No good can 
come from watching such demons at their sndqul- 
ties!’’ 


“VEN. beautiful Hawaii, where nature seems to 
have wrought an earthly paradise for the inhabi- 
tants, has its military history. The greatest of the 
native conquerors was King Kamahameha. He had 
won victories over the islands of Hamaii, Maui and 
Molokai, in the Hawaiian group. In the spring of 
1795 this bpdwn- -skinned monarch sought further 
conquests, and he moved against Oahu. 
His fleet, predecessor in those waters of the U. S. 
battle fleet, consisted of outrigger canoes. Their ex-

erful and best-equipped army which ever had been 
mustered in all the region of the Pacific Islands. 

There were 16 foreigners, including John Young 
and Isaac Davis, Englishmen and former officers 
aboard British merchant vessels. Young and Davis 
commanded the artillery division, the guns of which 
had been obtained from ships that visited the is- 
lands. The infantry numbered more than 16,000 
men. 


King Kamahameha and his force met the army of 
King Kalanikulule at Laimi, near the present golf 
links of the Oahu Country Club. Under the leader- 
ship of Chief Kaina the Oahuans made a. brave 
stand. Even their women fought courageously, like 
the Amazons of old. But they could not prevail 
against the invaders, and were severely defeated. 
King Kamahameha added Oahu to his island em- 
pire. 


The second battle of Oahu, in 1925, will have im- 
portant consequences, too. It is not likely that all 
of the lessons learned by the army and the navy in 
their mimic warfare will be made public—some of 
the information thus gained about the defense of 
the islands and about the operations in general will 
be placed with the guarded archives which contain 
the nation’s military secrets. It is not even likely 
that the palm of “‘victory’’ will be awarded publicly 
to-.either the “Blues” or the “Blacks.”’ 


But the maneuvers were a spectacular affair, and 
some of the defects which they revealed in the equip- 
ment of the army and navy, and in the fortifications 
of Hawaii, have been frankly admitted. The ma- 
neuvers were on the largest scale ever attempted by 
American soldiers and sailors. Part of thejr purpose 
was*to solve the difficult problem of co- operation 
between land forces and naval forces. 


HE most thrilling event of all, and one of the 

most significant in a military way, probably was 
the exploit of the attacking “Blues” in ‘‘capturin 
Fort Haleiwa, which guards the Pearl Harbor naval 
base.

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HE Biblical land, “flow-

The product of the shal- 
low, little “gasoline 
wells’’ is not taken to any refinery. Owners of the 
wells merely strain it, to remove the sediment, and 
then pour it into the gas tanks of automobiles, which 
have been using the fluid with good results. By 
May 10, or two and one-half months after the first 
discovery of this ‘‘naturatgasoline,’’ it was estimated 
that 4000 gallons of gasoline had been pumped out 
of various wells at Fredericktown. The gasoline 
flow of nearly all the wells, and some of them had 
supplied pure water for many years, increased slow- 
ly but steadily from the start. 


OE SHRUM was the first to find this natural gas- 

oline. He found it unexpectedly and in quite a 
dramatic manner. In fact, he went flying through 
the air amid the reverberations of an explosion but 
received no injury and doubtless would repeat gladly 
those acrobatics for possession of another well yield- 
ing gasoline. |

Stooping, he saw that qa greasy 
scum covered the water and there was a strong, 
gaseous odor.

But then 
some of the older citizens remembered that 40 or 60 
years ago several wells in the vicinity of the Shrum 
boarding house had been abandoned and filled up 
because the water grew unfit for use, smelling and 
tasting of oil.

As John Davison Rockefeller the vow- 
els of his name are QO, A, I, O, O, E, E, 
E. Reduced to numbers by the table 
given above, they total 43. The total is 
treated as two separate numbers and 
is totaled again. Thus 4 and 3 equal 7. 
Loneliness, sorrow and misfortune at- 
tend this unlucky number. 

The consonants of his name, which 
control his outer fate, are much better. 
J, H, N, D, V, S, N, R, C, K, F, L, L and 
R total 72.

those now building. The third recom- 
mendation will be for immediate addi- 
tions to the upper armored decks of all 
battleships to protect them against 
plunging aircraft bombs, and for an im- 
mediate elevatién of guns on the same | 
ships. The latter change will enable 
them to cope with enemy ships at an ad- 
vantage, amd to face shore forts of the 
enemy with an even chance of coming 
into range on favorable terms. 

Among the less pressing needs of the 
navy are submarines equipped with air- 
craft, to operate as an integral part of 
the high seas fleet; speedy supply res- 
sels and fuel ships; and more efficient 
antiaircraft defense for the aircraft car- 
riers. 

It will be recommended that the de- 
fensive air forces of Hawaii be augment- 
ed as speedily as possible. 

Another recommendation is that 
every destroyer in the navy be equipped 
with a small combat plane, similar to 
those now carried on the decks of some 
submarines. With the destroyers in 
scout formation, these planes would at 
once contest the passage of enemy air- 
craft over or near United States ships. 


HIS new move toward aerializing the 

navy was decided upon after tests in 
which the aircraft squadrons of the bat- 
tle fleet persistently flew over the en-— 
tire fleet, towing huge target sleeves | 
behind them at which the combined | 
antiaircraft defense batteries of the’ 
whole fleet fired without a single hit. 
The aircraft, observing the difficulty the 
guns were having, even flew slowly at a 
low altitude, purposely offering an op-

“Aircraft must conquer aircraft,” de- | 
clared Rear Admiral W. C. Cole, Chief | 
of Staff to Admiral Coontz, “and we be- | 
lieve that only a sufficient number of 
planes for combat with our fleet can/| 
guarantee us the safety from serious at- | 
tack which we need for destructive 
action against the enemy’s main forces. 
“Every attack, of course, is serious. 
Even a destroyer or light cruiser as- | 
sault on the battle line is serious, even | 
if participated in by but one ship. Every | 
attack is serious in our way of thinking 
and we intend to ward off all that we | 
can and inflict as great damage in the | 
repulse as possible. For that reason 
we are determined to equip the fleet 
adequately with aircraft. At present it 
is not nearly adequately equipped.”’ 
Elimination of the smoke funnels on 
battleships is now regarded as a cer- 
tainty. This would remove the present 
danger of aircraft bombs entering those 
vital spots, the fire rooms, by being 
dropped through the stacks. It is 
planned to have the smuvke emitted 
through tubes arranged alongside. Two 
new British warships, the Nelson and 
the Rodney, have such smoke tubes, and 
no funnels appear above decks. All
